LETTER Ill. 


N confidering the refpective powers of 
the Prefident the fenate and the houfe 
ef reprefeniatives, uoder the federal con- 
fiitution, we have feen a@ part of the whole 
fome precautions, which are contained in the 
aew fyfem. Let us examine what /urther 
fecurities for the jafety and happinys of the 
people, are contained in the general ftipu- 
Jations and provifions.

The United States gugrantee to every 
tate in the union, @ yeperate republican 
Jerm of government. From thence it follows, 
that any man or body of men, however 
rich or powerful, who dhail make an altesa- 
tiga, in the form of goverament of any fate, 
weoerevy the powers ibere of fooll be iffempte 
ed to be taken out of the hanes of the peo- 
ple at large, will ttand guilry of tre jon 3 and 
thould a soreign power feduce or overawe the 
people of any itate, io as io caule them to 
veit in the familics of any ambitious citi- 
zens or foreigaers, the powers of hereditary 
governors, wheiher as Alnes OF Uuvbiesy thal 
juch inveilmeat of powers would be we/d ia 
itjelf, and every perlun atiempizng to exe- 
cute them alto would be guil*y of treayjcn. 

No religious tet is ever to be required 
of any officer or jervant of the United States. 
The people may employ any wife and good 
citizea in the execution ef the various du- 
ties of the goverament. In Italy, Spain 
and Portugal, a9 protefant can hold a puodiic 
truf. In England every Prefiyterian and 
other perfons not of their efhat! fhea char-b, 
is incapable of holding an office. No fuch 
impious deprivation of the rights of men 
can take place under the new federal con- 
ftitution. The convention has the honor 
of propofing the fi ff public ad, by which 
any nation has ever civ. fied itfelf of a pow- 
es, every exercife of which is a tre/pujs on 
the majefly of beaven. 

Ne qualification ix monied or landed pro- 
perzy is requived in the propofed plan; nor 
does it admit any preference from the pre- 
potterous diltinétions of dir:hand rank. The 
office of the Prefident, a (fenator and a re- 
prefentative, and every other place of pow- 
er or profit, are therefore open so the whele 
body of ibe pecple. Any wile, weil-inform- 
ed and upright man, be his propetty what 
it may, can exerci/e the trufts ana power: of 
the fixate, provided he poffffes the moral, 
religious aad political virtues, which are 
necefiary to fecure the confidence of his fel- 
low citizens. : 

The importation of flaves from any fo- 
reign country is, by a clear implication, 
held up to the world as equally inconfiltent 
with the d {pofitions and ihe duties of tke 
people of America. A folid foundation is 
laid for exploding the principle of Negro 
flavery, in which many good men of all 
parties in Penniylvania, and throughout 
the union, have already concurred. For 
the temporary refervation of any particular 
matter, mult ever be deeimed an admiffion 
that it fhould be done away. This appears 
to have been well underilood. In addition 
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to the arguments drawn from liberty, jul- 
tice and religion, opinions againft this 
practice founded in found policy, have no 
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doubt been urged. Regard was neeeffarj. 
ly-paid to the peculig fituaiion of our jwourh. 
ern fel.ow-cilizens ; but they, on the otheg 
hand, bave not been isfenhbie of the dels 
cate filuation of eur national character on this 
jaojed. 

The people will remain, under the pre. 
poled cenititation, the fountain oy power and 
pabiic honor, The prefident, the fenateand 
houfe of reprefentatives, wili be she chun. 
meis tarough which the ftream will flow— 
but it will tow from ibe people, and from 
tliem Oni}. Ever) religious, civil 
and military, will be either their samedi. 
ale gyi, OF it will come from them thre? 
the hands of ther fervanis. Aad tnis, as 
obferved before, will be guaranteed to them 
under the ftate conttituions which they 
re peclively approve; for they canaci be 
royal torms, caanot be arittocratica!, but 
mift be republican 

The peopie ot thole ftates which have 

fut/ fully diicharged their duty to the uni- 
on, wil, be no longer tubjected a/one to the 
weightof ste publec debts. Proper arrange. 
meats will cal! forth the ju/? proportion of 
their filter lates, and Our national character 
will egain be as unttained, as it was once 
exalted. Elevation to independence, with 
the lojs of cur good name, is only to be come 
jpicuous in dijgrace. The liberties of a 
people involved in debt, are as wxcertain 
as the liberty of an individual ia the fame 
fituation. Yheir wirtue is more precaricus, 
The unfortunate citizen mult yield to the 
operation of the laws, while a bankrupt 
nation too eafily annihilates the /acred cblie 
gations of gratitude and honor, and becomes 
exccrable and infumeus. 1 cannot refrain 
from reminding my fellow-citizens of cur 
near appreach wo that deplorable fituation, 
which mz? be our miferable condition, if 
the defects of our eld confederation remain 
without amendment. ‘The propofed confti- 
tution will cure the evil, and refere us to 
our rank among mankind. 

Laws, maceafter the commiffion of the 
faci, have been a dreadtul engine in the 
hands of tyrannical governers. Some of the 
moft virtuous and fhining chara@ers in the 
werid have been put todeath, by laws fore 
med io remder them puri /bable for parts oftheir 
concuétt which sanecence permitiea, and to 
which parrionjm impelied thim.—Thefe have 
been called ex s oft facts laws, and are explo- 
ded by the new ivfiem. Ii a ume of public 
conrention fhall hereafter arrive, sh¢ firm 
and ardes: friends of liberty may know 
the length to which they can puth their nee 
bie oppofition, on the fcundation of the 
laws. Should their country’s caufe impel 
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them farther, they wail be acquainted with 
theirhazare, and ufiing thofe ams, which 
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rovidence has put inte their hands, will 
make afolemn appeal 10'* she poaver above.” 

The deltruction of the ancient republics 
was occalioned in every initance by their 
being ignorant Of a great political pofition, 
avbich was left for America to difeower and 
efablir. Self evident as the truth appears, 
we fad no friend to liberty in ancient 
Grece or Rome afferting, that taxation and 
reprvejenration were inferarable, The Roman 
citizens, proud of their own liberty, im- 
poled in the free®% times ef the common- 
wealth, the moit grievous burdens on their 
wretched provinces. Atother cimes we find 
thoufands of their citizens, taough refiding 
within the walls ef Rome, deprived of 
legiflative reprefentatives. Whea America 
aflerted the wovel truth, Great-Britain, 
though boafting herfelf as alone free among 
the modera nations, denied it by her legit- 
lature and endeavoured to refute it by her 
arms—the reafoning of tyrants. But the at- 
tempt was vain, tor tle voice of wuih was 
heard avove the thunders of the war, and 
reached the ears of all MAiLGRS Heaceforth 
the people ef the earth will confider this po- 
ftien, FHAT TAXATION AND REPRE- 
SENTATION ARE INSEPARABLE, as the 
only rock on which they can found the tem- 
ple of liberty. Our new conititution car- 
ries it into exeertion on the molt enlarged 
and liberal fcale, tor a repre eniative will 
be cholen by fx fboujard of ius fellow citi. 
gens, a fenator by *ai/ @ /overeign flac, a 
Preident by aweele mation. 

The old federal Conttitution contained 
many of (12 fome tongs, which trom error 
or dilingenuelness, are arged againit che 
new one. Neher of them. have a biil of 
rig’ 5, mor does ectRer notice the ih erty of 
the prefs, becaufe they are already provi- 
ded for dy the Staie Co+@iiuiions ; and re- 
lating only to perjomal rights, they could 
not be neceflary ia @ coniraad among jovercign 

tes. 

Both the old and the new federal confi- 
tution, and indeed she conftitusion of Pena l~ 
wania, admit of courts in which no ule is 
made of ajury. Tae board of property, 
the court of admiralty, and the high court 
of errers and appeals, under the wld con- 
federation, exclude juries. Trial by jury 
avill theresore be an the expre/s werds of the 
Pennfyvlvania confitution, ** as b reic ré.*" 
Almot always uled, theugh fo netimes O- 
mitted. ‘Trials for tands ‘ying in any ftate 
berween perfons refiding in tach tate, for 
bonds, sotes, beok debts, contracts, tref- 
pafles, affumptions, and all other matters 
between two or move Cit:zens Of any Rate, 
will be held in the flate- courts by juries, as 
sow. Inall thefe cafes, which form nines 
teen in twenty of our fuits at law, the fede- 
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ral courts cannot interfere. But when .a 
dilpute arifes between the citizens of any 
ftate abcut lands lying out of the bounds 
thereyf, Or when atrial is to be had between 
the citizens ef one ftate and thofe of ano- 
ther, er the government of another, the 
private citizen will net be obliged to go in- 
to court comfirtuted by the fate, with which, 
or with the citizen of which, Ais di/pute is. 
He can appeal to a difimercfied federal court. 
This is furely a great advantage, and pro- 
mifes a fair trial and am impartial judge- 
ment. ‘The trial by jary is mot excluded in 
thefe federal courts, In all criminal cafes, 
where the property, liberty or life of the 
citizen is at itake, he has the benefit of a 
jury. If convicted on impeachment, which 
is never done by a jury in any country, 
he cannot be fined, imprifoned or punifhed,- 
but only may be di/qualified from doing 
puolic mifchief by lofing his office, and- 
his capacity te held another. If the nature 
of his offence, befides its danger to his 
country, fhould be criminal im itfelf—thould 
involve a charge of fraud, mmarder or trea- 
fon—he may be tried for that crime, but 
cannot be convicted without a jury. In 
trials about property in the federal courts, 
which can only be as above fated, there is 
nothing in the new conftitution se prevent a 
trial by gery. No doubt it will be the mode 
in every cafe where it is practicable: 
This will be adjafted by law, ar it is done 
ix Penrjylwania inthe infances suf mentiuned, 
and it could mot be done otherwife. In 
fhort, the fphere of jurifdi€tion for the fede- 
ral courts zs /mi‘e#, and that fphere only 
is fabje€&t to the regulations of our federal 
government. ‘The known principles of jul- 
tice, the attachment to trial by jury when- 
ever it can be ufed, the inftructions of the 
ftate legiflatures, the inftructions ef the peo- 
pe at large, the inevitable operation of 
the federal regulations on the property of 
a prefideat, a fenator, a reprefentative, 
and ajudge, as well as on that of a private 
citizen, will certainly render thofe regula- 
tions as favourable as poflible to pPro- 
Peaty ; for life and liberty ave put more 
than ever into rhe hands of the juries. Un- 
der the prejext conftitution of all the ftates, 
a public officer may be condemned to im. 
prijomment er deat’ On impeachment, with 
outa jury; bat the new federal conttitution 
protects the accufed, till he thal! be canvic- 
ted, from the hands of power, by rendering 
a jury the ind jrenftcle yudges of all crimes, 
The infiwence,y which foreign powers will 
attempt toexercife in ouraffairs was fore/een, 
and:a wholefome provifion has been made 
aza.nfi it for no perion holding an cffice un- 
der the United Scates is permitted to enjoy 
any foreg» honours, powers, or emolumeats. 
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The apprekennons of the pecple have 
becn excited, perhaps by perfons with gcod 
intentions, about the powers of the new 
government to raifean army. Let us con- 
tider this point with becoming moderation 
and candor. As enemies will fomciimesin- 
fult us, invade our country and capture our 


property, sit is clear a power in our govern- 


mentto oppofe, reftrain or deflroy them, 
is neceflary to our honor, fafety and exift- 
ence. The military, however, fhould be 
regarded with a watchful eye ; for ‘tia 2 
profeffion that is liable to dangerous per- 
verfion. But the powers vefted in the faed- 
eral government do not go the lengih, which 
has been faid. A franding army is not 
granted or intended, for there can be no 
provifion for its continuing three years,— 
mach lefs for its permanent efatli foment. 
Two years are the utmoft time for whick 
the money can be given. It will be under 
all the reftriftions which wifdom and jealou- 
fy can fuggeit, and the eriginal grant of 
the fupplies muft be made by the heufe of 
reprefentatives—ihe immediaté delegates of 
the people. The fenate and Prefident, who 
alfo derive their power from the people ap- 
point the officers ; and the heads of the de- 
partments, who mutt fubmit their accounts to 
the whele /egifaiure, are to pay and provide 
for them, as fhall be direfted by the /aqws 
that contain the conditions of the grant. The 
militia, whoare in faét the eftive part 
of the people at large, will render many 
troops quite unneceflary. They will forma 
powerful check upon the regular troops, and. 
will generally be fufficient te overawe them 
—for our detached fituation will feldom give 
occafion to raife an army, though a few 
fcattered companics may often be necefla- 
ry. But whenever, on the mof obvious 
reafons, an army fhal! be raifed, the feveral 
ftates will becalled, by the nature of things, 
to attend to the condition of the militia. 
Republican jealoufy, the guardian angel of 
thefe ttates, will watch the motions of our 
military citizens, even theugh they will be 
the foldiers of a free people. ‘There is @ 
wide difference too, between the troops ef 
fuch a commonwealth as ours feunded on e- 
qual and unalterable principles, and thole 
ofa regal government, where ambition and 
oppreifion are the profeflion of rhe sing. In 
the firit cafe a military efficer is the occafig- 
nal fervant of the people, employed for their 
defence ; iu the fecond he is the ever ready 
infirumen! to execuce the {chemes of conquett 
or opprefion with which the mind of his 
royal mater may be difturbed. 
Obfervations have been made on the pow- 
er given tothe federal government in rege 
ard te the elections of reprefeatatives and 
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fenators. Th: regu'ations of thefe electi- 
ons, are, by the frit part of the clanfe, to 
be prefcribed by the fate legiflatures, who 
are certainly the proper bodies, if they will 
élways execute the daty. But ia cafe the u- 
nion of the ftates or the public fafety thould 
be endazzered by an omiflion or refulal of 
this «laty, asin the cafe of Rhode-IMand, 


- then the legiflature of the Uaited States can 


name for the people a convenient time, and 
ds other matters neceffary to exfure the free 
exercije of their rightof ele@tion. ‘The ex- 
ception in regard tothe places of chufing 
fenators, was nade from due refpe& to the 
fovereignty of the ‘tate legiilatures, who are 
to ele&t the fenators, and whofe place of 
meeting ought not to be preferibed to them 
by axy auhoriiz, except indeed, as we al- 
ways muft, by the authority “of ihe people. 
This power giveato the federal legiflature, 
is N® more than what is poffefled by the ge- 
vernments of all the flates. The cenftitu- 
tion of Pennfylvania permits two thirds ef 
fuch cities and counties as fhall ele& repre- 
Jentatives, to cxercife all the powers of the 
general affembly ‘‘ as fully and amply as 
if the whole were prefent,’’ fhould any part 
of the fate neglect or refufe te perform their 
duty inthis particular. In fhort it is a pow- 
er neceffary to preferve the focial compaa in 
arch of the fhates, and the confederaticn of the 
United-States. 

Befides the fecurities for the liberties of 
the people arifing out of the federal govern- 
meat, they are guarded by their State Con- 
fritutions, and by the nature of things in the 
J/oparate flates. The governor or prefidert 
in each commonwealth, the councils, fenate, 
affemblies, judzes, magiftrates, juftices of 
the peace, therilf:, coroners, grand and pe- 
tit juries, officers of militia, clergy and lay 
officers of all churches, fate and county trea- 
furers, prothonetaries, regifters, recerders, 

refidents, provofts and other officers of un- 
iverfities, colleges, and academies, wardens 
ef ports andcities, burgefles of towns, com- 
miflioners of counties, county lieutenants, 
and many other officers of power andin4u- 
ence, will ftill be chofen within each ftate, 
without any poflible interference of the fede- 
ral government. The feparate ftates will 
alfo chufe al] the members of the legiflative 
and executive branches of the United States. 

The people at large in each ftate will 
chufe their federal reprefentatives, and un- 
lefs it is ordered otherwife by the ftate le- 
giflatures, may chufe the electors of the pre- 
fident and vice-prefident of the union. And 
lafily, the legiflatures of the ftates will have 
the ele&tion of the fenate, as they have 
heretofore had of the members of Congrefs.

ofc ourfelyes whether it can be feared, that 
a ajority Of the reprefentatives, each of 
whom will be chofen by Ax theu‘and enlight- 
encd freemen, can betray their country? 

Whether a jority of the fenate, 
each of whom will be chofen by the legiila- 
ture ofa free, fovereign and independent 
flate, avithout any fiipulations in favour of 
wealth, or idecemtemptible diftincions of birth 
and rané, and who will be c'ofely obferved 
by the ftatelegiflatures, can deftroy our lib- 
erties, controuled as they are too by the boufe 
ef reprojentatives ? or whether a tempo- 
rary limited executive officer, watched by 
the federal reprefextatives, by the jenate, by 
the auie leg latures, by his perjonal exemies 
among the peop'e of his own itate, by he 
jealouly of the people of rival ftates, and 
by the whole ct the people of ibe waion, can 
ever endanger our freecom ? 

Permit me, my fellow citizens, te clofe 
thefe ebfervations by remarking, that there 
is no ipirit of arrogaace in the new federal 
confiitution. I: addrefles you with becom- 
ing modefty, admitting that it may cor- 
tainerrors. Let us give it a trial; and 
when experience has taught its miitakes, 
the people, whom it preferves abfolutely a/i- 
powersal, can refermand amend them. 

That I may be perfeétly unceritcod, I 
will acknowledge its acceptance by all the 
States without delay is the SSCOND wiih 
of my heart the FIRST is that our 
country may be virtuous «nd ‘ree.

The following letter, containing the 
objections of the Hon. Elbridge 
Gerry, E/g; againft his figning 
the National Conftitution, we lay 
before our readers for their ferious 
perusal. 


New-York, 18th OF. 1787. 
GENTLEMEN, 


HAVE the honor to _inclofe, 

purfuant to my commiffion, the 
conftitution propofed by the fe- 
deral convention. 

To this fytem I gave my dif- 
fent, and fhall fubmit my objec- 
tionsto the Honourable Legifia- 
ture. 

It was painful for me, ona fub- 
jet of fuch national importance, 
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to differ from the refpe&able mem. 
bers who figned the conttitution: 
But conceiving as I did, that the 
liberties of America were not fe. 
cured by the fyflem, it was my 
duty to oppefe ir. 

My principal objeGions to the 
plan, are, that there is no adequate 
provifion for a reprefentation of 
the people—-that they have no fe. 
curity for the right of ele&ion— 
that fome of the powers of the le. 
giflature are ambiguous, and o- 
thers indefinite and dangerous— 
that the executive is blended with, 
and will have an ‘undue influence 
over the légiflature—that the judi- 


cia] department will be opprefiive-~ 


that treaties of the highcit import. 
ance may be formed by the Prefi- 
dent with the advice of two thirds 
of a guorum of the fenate—and 
that the fyftem is without the fecu- 
rityof a billof rights. Thefe are 
objections which are not local, but 
apply equally to all the States. 

- As the convention was called for 

the /ole and expre/s purpofe of re- 
vifing the articles of confedera- 
tion, and reporting to Congiefs 
and the feveral legiflatures, fuch 
alterations and provifions as fhall 
render the federal conftitution a- 
dequate to the exigencies of go- 
vernment and the prefervation of 
the union,’ I did not conceive 
that thefe powers extended to the 
formation of the plan propofed, 
but the convention being of adifs 
ferent epixion, 1 acquiesced in it, 
being fully convinced that to preé- 
ferve the union, an efficient go- 
vernment was indifpenfably necef- 
fary ; and that it would be difficult 
to make proper amendments to the 
articles of confederation, 

The conftitution propofed, has 
few, if anv federal features, but is 
rather afyitem of national govera- 
ment: Neverthelefs, in many re- 
fpects, I think it has great merit,

and by proper amendments may be 
adapted to the ‘exigencies of go- 
yernment and prefervation of li- 
berty.’

Whether the fe- 
yeral State governments fhall be fo 
aitered, as in effect to be diffolved ? 
and 3d. Whether in lieu of the 
federal and fizte governments the 
national conttitution now propofed 
fhall be fubftituted without amend- 
ment? Never, perhaps, were a 
people called on to decide a quef- 
tion of greater magnitude—Should 
the citizens of America adopt the 
plan as it now {tands, their liber- 
ties may be loft: or fhouid they re- 
ject it altogether anarchy may en- 
fue. Ie is evident therefore, that 
they fhould not be precipitate in 
their decifions; that the fubject 
fhould be well underftlod leit they 
fhould refufe to. /wpport the go- 
vernment after having ba/fily ac- 
cepted it. 

If thofe who are in favour of the 


conflitution, as well as thofe who - 


are againft it, fhould preferve 
moderation, their ditcuffions may 
afford much information and final- 
ly dire&t to an happy iffue. 

Ic may be urged by fome, that 
an implicit confidence fhouid be 
placed in. the convention: Burt 
however refpeGtable the members 
may be, who figned the conftitu- 
tion, ic muft be admitted, that a 
free people are the proper guard- 
ians of their rights and. liberties— 
that the greateflt men may err— 
and that their errors are fometimes 
of the greateft magnitude. 

dthers may fuppofe, that the 
conftitution may be fafely adopted, 
becaufe therein provifion is made 
to amend it: But cannot this object 
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be better attained before the ratiff- 


‘cation, than after it ? And fhould 


a free people adopt a form of go- 
verament, under conviétion that it 
wants amendment ? 

And tome may conceive, thatif 
the plan is not accepted by the peo- 
ple, they will not unite in another: 
But furely, while they have the 
power to amend, they are not un- 
der the neceffity of rejecting it. 

I have been detained here longer 
than I expeéted, but fhall leave 
this place in a day ortwo for Maf- 
fachufetts, and on my arrival fhall 
fubmit the reafons (if required by 
the legiflature) on which my ob- 
jections are grounded. 

I fhall only add, that as the wel- 
fare of the union requires a better 
conftitution than the confederation, 
I fhall think it my duty as-a citi- 
zen of Mafiachufetts, to fupport 
that which: fhall be finally adopted, 
fincerely hoping it will fecure the 
liberty and happinefs of America.
